Authority was recently 
granted to ASC State Com- 
mittee toextendto7 months 
the free grazing period for 
livestock on lands taken 
out of production under the 
annual commodity diver- 
sion program, The start- 
ing date for such grazing, 
therefore, was September 
15, marking the end of the 
period during which the 
no-grazing provision was 
in effect under the diver- 
sion programs, 

Formerly, commodity 
diversion program lands 
could be grazed for 6 
months each year, and the 
‘‘normal”’ grazing period 
in Coffee County was from 
October 15 through April 
15, 

During the intervening 
5-month period, diverted 
lands can be grazed only 
if they are located in an 
area or county designated 
as a disaster area by the 
Secretary of Agriculture 
because of drought, ex- 
cessive rains, floods, or 


other natural disaster. In 


such cases, Conservation 
Reserve and Cropland Ad- 
justment program lands 
also may be used for graz- 
ing and for the harvesting 
of hay. Downward adjust- 
ments are made in diver- 
sion payments to farmers 
if these lands are grazed 
or hay is harvested under 
the disaster provision, 
“Extension of the free 
grazing period,’ the 
Chairman stated, ‘‘will 
give farmers an additional 
month each year for graz- 
ing livestock on these di- 
verted croplands,.

AVING just returned from 

inspecting an exhibit of 
.modern art, I believe we are suf-

This new plant, the only 
one operating in Coffee 
~ County, was established to 
meet the needs of contract- 
ors and government agen- 
cies who have paving re- 

ayer : = quirements, In‘ addition to 
nae ' ay iS ~the plant shown here, the 
= - a. llemcnicanaaiaen st ee 2% ~COmpany has purchased the 
equipment required topave 
roads, streets, parking 
areas and driveways, 

The new mixing plant 
can produce over 1,000 tons 
of plant mix a day which is 
the amount usually re= 
quired for one mile of road 
ht or street. In producing this 

g amount of material, the 
plant will consume approx- 
imately 2,500 gallons of 
liquid propane which is be- 
ing furnished by Elba Pro- 
pane Gas Company. 

The plant has storage 
facilities for over 20,000 
gallons of asphalt, 5,000 
gallons of propane, and will 
stockpile 1,000 tons of 
gravel. Sand used in the 
manufacturing process is 
to be furnished by South 
land Sand and Gravel, Inc. 

The plant and paving 
operation will employ up 
to twelve people.

Parents and teachers 
are urged to look for these 
danger signals: poor appe- 
tite, failure to gain weight, 
pallor and fatigue, frequent 
colds and sore throats, un- 
explained nosebleeds, 
pains in arms, legs and 
joints, unusual restless- 
ness or irritability, be- 
havior or personality 
changes, and a fall off in 
school work by a “‘good’’ 
student,

i the child is necessary for 


a few weeks after recovery 
from a strep infection, your 
Heart Association SayS, 
because there isa ‘silent’ 

phase in the development 
of rheumatic fever, and 
one or more of the danger 
Signals may reappear to 
warn of trouble. 


The child who develops 
rheumatic fever does not 
necessarily suffer heart 
damage. Once recovered 
without heart damage, he 
will be placed on longterm 
medication that protects 
against repeated attacks, 
but he is not ill and should 
be permitted to take part 
in the normal school pro- 
gram, unless a physician 
orders a limit on activities, 


Many children recover 
completely from rheumatic 
fever with little or noheart 
damage. In those who are 
left with rheumatic heart 
disease, the injury usually 
is the result of inflamma- 
tion of either or both valves 
on the left side of the 
heart. In the healing pro- 
cess, scar tissue develops 
which prevents the proper 
opening and closing of the 
valve, and interferes with 
the normal flow of blood 
through the heart, 


In some cases, injury 
to the heart does not be- 
come apparent until ado- 
lescence or young adult- 
hood. Therefore, Alabama 
Heart Association advises 
that children with ahistory 
of rheumatic fever be given 
regular physical examina- 
tions so that any developing 
heart disease can be de- 
tected,

ect payment. Incorrectly 
kept records sometimes 
cause a long delay in pay- 
ment according to the So- 
cial Security office, 

Mr, Harry Scott, Dis- 
trict Manager for Social 
Security in Dothan, stated: 
“The one single factor in 
delayed Medicare pay- 
ments could be easily 
avolded if people would just 
keep complete accurate re- 
cords, We have a kit and 
records folder that is de- 
signed to help people keep 
these records, This folder 
is free and we will be more 
than glad to mail one to 
anyone who wants it, It is 
designed to be used as a 
continuous record and has 
complete instructions for 
its use,” 

The people at social se- 
curity have encouraged 
everyone who has a Part 
B claim under Medicare 
to bring the doctor’s bills 
and forms by the office and 
let them help fill out the 
first claim. ‘‘In this way’’, 
said Mr, Scott, ‘‘we can do 
two things. We can be sure 
you have the first claim 
correctly filed; and we can 
fully explain what is needed 
and why. In this way you 
should have little trouble 
with future claims,’’ 

When a claim is filed 
for Medicare payments an 
independent “Carrier’’ 
(Insurance Company) pro-

The University of Cal- 
ifornia researcher placed 
a collection of individual 
liver and eye cellsisolated 
from a chick embryo into 
a test tube, Soon, Mver 
cells were gravitating to 
other liver cells to start 
formation of a mine-liver; 
eye cells joined with eye 
cells, But the eye and liver 
cells remained indifferent 
to each other, 

Dr. Jonas E, Richmond, 
past Established Investiga- 
tor and current research 
grantee of the American 
Heart Association, was de- 
monstrating the phenomen- 
on of cell recognition, 
whereby cells of the same

CANTALOUPE 

How many times have 
you seen a shopper pick 
up a cantaloupe and shake 
it to determine its ripe- 
ness? Maybe you have done 
this yourself, 

» Here are some good tips 
to follow when selecting 
this fruit, 

A good quality canta- 
loupe willbe slightly ribbed 
with a well-defined netting 
over the entire melon, 
Color of the outside rind 
should be yellow-green to 
gold, 

The stem end should be 
smooth and slightly sunken 
with no pleces of the stem 
remaining, Attached stem 
fragments indicate that the 
melon was picked before 
it was ripe. 

After you’ve looked for 
all these signs of quality, 
then smell the melon, A 
ripe or almost ripe melon 
will give off a sweet, musk 
like aroma, 

Pinching, poking, shak- 
ing, rattling or rolling a 
melon only cause damage 
to the melon and increase 
costs, 


SPRAYING SHRUBS 

Now is a good time to 
spray shrubs, A_ good 
spraying during October 
will help protect plants 
from insects, diseases and 
scales during the winter 
months, Be sure to com- 
pletely cover the plant. 
Another yard job for this 
month is to remove old 
mulch and replace it with 
new clean mulch, This will 
also help cut down on in- 
sects and diseases, 


PEANUTS 

Several phone calls have 
come to me this week, 
asking about freezing pea- 
nuts, Here are the direc- 
tions: After thoroughly 
washing the green peanuts, 
pack them in moisture- 
vapor freezer containers. 
Label and freeze at zero 
degrees. When you get 
ready for these, let them 
thaw in the refrigerator 
for several hours and boil 
as you would fresh green

FOOD THAWS 

When frozen food thaws, 
don’t panic! Just recently, 
Virginia Dykes, Exe 
tension Home Agent, told 
me her freezer went on 
the blink, She checked in 
our food preservation book 
at the office and found this 
information, 

You can refreeze thawed 
fruits; however, the color, 
flavor and texture will not 
be as good as it was origin- 
ally. Fruits usually fer- 
ment when they start to 
spoil, A little fermentation 
will not make fruits dan- 
gerous to eat, but it may 
spoil their flavor, So you 
can refreeze thawed fruits 
if they still taste and smell 
zood, Or you can use them 
in cooking and baking or 
for making jellies, jams 
and preserves, 

Be careful when you re- 
freeze thawed meats and 
poultry, however, They be- 
come unsafe to eat when 
they start to spoil, There- 
fore, examine each package 
of food before you decide 
what to do with it, If the 
food -still contains some 
ice crystals, it may safely 
be refrozen, If the odor 


of thawed food is poor or 
questionable, get rid of the 
food, It may be dangerous,

foods have spolled, Food 
spoilage bacteria multiply 
rapidly in shell fish, vege- 
tables and cooked foods at 
40 degrees F, and above, 
So don’t refreeze any of 
these foods when they have 
completely thawed, If ice 
crystals are still in the 
food, you can refreeze it 
immediately, Usually it is 
safe to do so, even though 
the quality may suffer, If 
the condition of the food 
is poor or questionable, 
get rid of it. It may be 
dangerous, 


Legumes In 
Pecan Groves 
Increase Yields 


A research survey of 
pecan orchards in Alabama 
several years ago showed 
that orchards with a winter 
legume were producing 
higher yields than those 
without a legume, 

Not a single orchard 
without a legume placed in 
the two highest yield 
classes, reports John Bag- 
by, Extension commercial 
horticulturist. 

According to Bagby, re- 
seeding crimsonclover has 
been the most widely used 
legume, However, ball 
clover, white clover and 
vetch are also. satisfact- 
ory. 

This is the time of year 
for planting these legumes, 
says the specialist. He 
warns that good seed bed 
preparation is essential in 
obtaining a good stand, A 
soil test should also be 
made to determine the 
fertilizer and lime needs 
of the cover crop,
